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CUT IN BANK RATE: REACTION 
IN ECONOMY CIRCLES 


London, Mar. 20. 


The reduction of the Bank Rate to six per cent, announced today by the 
Bank of England, has been received with cautious satisfaction, both 
in industrial and financial circles. 

There were lively increases on the Stock Exchange, but the volume of busi- 


ness remained moderate. 


Operators felt that the American recession 


would remain the dominant influence on the market, no matter how 
much ‘Britain might wish to abandon the rigours of her anti-inflation- 


ary policy. 


Government bonds settled at a. 
level slightly lower. thar the In- 
lerest rate. The Index published 
by the Financlal Times stood to- 
night ot 81.26, against 80.27 
yesterday and 81.51 on Septem- 
ber 18, the day before the Bank 
Rate wus increased from flve to 
seven, per cent.

In Court was a well-dressed 
32-year-old man, Chan Man- 
lung, olias Chan = Man-kwan, 
who pleaded guilty to ¢ive 
counts of housebreaking ond 
larceny and one of larceny in 
dwelling houses, 

Together with Chon was a 
2h~yeat-old woman, Wong Mel, 
alas Wong Yee-mel, who denied 
the charges of housebreaking 
but pleaded guilty to five courts 
of recelving stolen property. 

Mr Greenfield revealed that 
the first accused was convicted 
in February 8, 1051 of house- 
breaking and committing 4 
felony for which he was scn- 
fenced to efght months and re- 
commended for banishment. In 
April last year, he. was ngain 
convicted on o charge of house- 
breaking with intent and was 
sentenced to six months, and 
given an additional two months 
for breach of a deportatlon 
order, The deportatlon order 
was .belng rescinded, Crown 
Counsel said.

The second accused was cone 
victed in April last year af reo 
ceiving stolen property and un- 
Jawtul pawning tor which she 
was given two months. 

The first accused, Mr Greene 
field said, wos a “professional 
houscbreaker”, and carried out 
his activities “regularly, con- 
sistently ond systematically for 
a Jarge number Of years oth 
here and Macao,” 

His method of operation was 
jae come in every case, Mr 
‘Greenfield continued. He 
would choose the houses of 
well-to-do fumilles, where 
‘there was something well worth 
otealing, He would generally 
go out for a walk in these 
districts in the afternoon, res- 
pectfully dressed so that he 
would not attract any undue 
atlention, He would take with 
him a “smartly dressed Chinese 
girl” and they would lool like 
a couple going for an afternoon 
Stroll. - 

Arriving at a place where he 
had set his mind to carry out 
his professional activities, the 
first. accusetl would Icave his 
girl In the street, and Zo upstairs 
to the fat, ring the door boll: to 
see if there was anyone in, “If 
there is, I have no doubt he has 
got an explanation,” Mr Green- 
field commented, “but If there 
isn't, he would push the door 
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Modest contours taka on 
ideal, breath-taking love- 
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pockets permit quick removal 
of pads for laundering. 
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Having foreed open the door, 
he. would rapidly ransack tho 
flat, taking money, jewellery, 
watvhes, fountain pens ond light 
variable ond casily transfere 
roble ortieles, When he stepped 
out, he would hand over the 
loot to the girl, who would 
curry out her operation by dis- 
posing the loot at pawnshops 
jewellery dealers and other 
shops, .

By adopting this method, the 
first accused had raided six 
houses in well-to-do  districis 
and stolen jewellery and money 
to the total value of about 
$4,200 between November 25 
and December 7, lust year.
